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During the spring 1977 registration period students were asked to respond to 
a survey about schedxxling preferences and problems. Seven thousand one 
hundred ninety students registered during the time period in which the 
survey was conducted, of that number, 3,255 or 45% of the students conqjleted 
questionnaires. Tables 1 and 2 show a breakdown of respondent characteristics.

An analysis of the 1978 spring semester course schedule showed 42% or 
436 of the classes offered were scheduled for- the morning, 25% oi 257 
of the classes were scheduled for the afternoon and 32% or 333 ot the 
classes weri scheduled for the evening. MVCC^s student body has 30% 
of the students enrolled full-time and 70% of the students enrolled 
part-time.
